Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiners statement for reasons of allowance: the present 
claim is allowable over the "closest" prior art, Collette et al. (US 5,520,877), Nakamaki 
et al. (EP 0 683 029) and Jabarin (US 4,476,170) for the following reasons: 

2. Collette et al. teach a two stage blow molding process however they do not teach 
a press rod and teach that the stretch rod is held in place until the heat setting/shrinking 
stage. 

3. Nakamaki et al. teach embodiments wherein the bottom is not restrained during 
the primary blow molding stage, however they also teach that the stretch and press rod 
are in contact with the molded product during primary blow molding. 

4. Jabarin et al. teach a stretch rod that is retracted during blow molding, however 
Jabarin does teach that the stretch rod is in place during the start of blow molding, 
further Jabarin are silent with regards to press rods. 

5. Further there is nothing in any of the references which would lead one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to retract the stretch rod and release the 
bottom prior to blow molding. 

6. Thus it is clear that Collette et al, Nakamaki et al, or Jabarin et al alone or in 
combination do not disclose the present invention. 

In light of the above the present claims are passed to issue.
